on his activities during the past month.

1. Regarding a recent repatriate from gland to Soviet Latvia, 
janis ZAKINS, AEKILO/2 submitted a lengthy^sumnary of the circumstances. 
ZAKINS is the father by his first vife of Laimonie ZAKINS, a garage 
mechanic , residing in Washington, D. C. It is AEKHiO/2's opinion that 
the British Intelligence Service may veil have had a hand in the 
repatriation i.e. to have encouraged it as a m e ans to get a man on the 
inside* AEKILO/2 believes that ZAKINS Is no dummy and not apt to 
succumb readily to Soviet propaganda. (See Attachment F, not translated) 

3. AEKXLO/2 stated that he vill be on vacation 25 June-29 June inclusive. 

The following week he hopes to attend the Latvian Youth Festival in Chicago. 

The meeting adjourned at 1100 hours. The next meeting will be on call.
